LOS ANGELES The animated princesses 
of Disney hit “Frozen” reclaimed the 
top of the Billboard 200 album chart on 
Wednesday as the soundtrack to the jug- 
gernaut film beat new entries to No. i. 

“Frozen,” which features the Oscar- 
winning track “Let It Go,” sold 99,000 
copies in its i6th week on the chart and 
climbed from No. 3 last week, according 
to data from Nielsen SoundScan. 

“Frozen” was only one of four 
soundtracks to have clocked six weeks 
or more on the Billboard 200 chart since 
SoundScan began tracking sales in 1991. 


The film, about a pair of Nordic prin- 
cesses forced to save their kingdom 
from a never-ending winter, surpassed 
$i billion at the worldwide box office. 

Country singer Luke Bryan came in at 
No. 2 with his new extended play album 
“Spring Break 6 - Like We Ain’t Never,” 
which sold 74,000 copies. Last week’s 
chart-topper, “Master Mind” by Rick 
Ross, dropped to No. 3 this week. 

Other new entries in the top 10 of this 
week’s best-selling 200 albums accord- 
ing to Billboard include soul singer Aloe 
Blacc’s “Lift Your Spirit,” which came in 
at No. 4. The singer gained prominence 


after lending his vocals to Swedish DJ 
Avicii’s hit dance anthem, “Wake Me 
Up.” 

Rockers 311 came in at No. 6 with “Ste- 
reolithic.” Record label Young Money 
Entertainment’s latest compilation “Rise 
of an Empire,” which features tracks 
by its artists including Nicki Minaj and 
Drake, notched No. 7. 

Country singer Sara Evans debuted at 
No. 9 with “Slow Me Down.” 

For the week ending Sunday, overall al- 
bum sales totaled 4.6 million units, down 
18 percent from the same week in 2013, 
Billboard said.

Bed bugs found 
in state building

Bed bugs have been detected at the 
Thompson Center, the Loop building that 
acts as the seat of state government in 
Chicago. 

Over the weekend, a pest management 
business discovered the critters in offices 
used by the IlHnois Department of Finan- 
cial and Professional Regulation, according 
to a letter sent to agency employees ob- 
tained by the Tribune. A spokeswoman for 
the agency said the contaminated area has 
been treated, but sterilization of paper files 
is ongoing. 

Bed bugs feed on the blood of humans 
and animals, and their bites can cause itchy 
skin welts. They do not transmit diseases 
but are easily spread. 

Department spokeswoman Susan Hofer 
said there is no threat to the public because 
the infected area is in a part of the building 
that is restricted to state employees. 

Hofer said the bugs were traced to a 
worker who brought the contamination 
from home. Another worker noticed the 
bugs late last week, Hofer said.

Fred Phelps dies 


Fred Phelps, the pastor who led a small Kan- 
sas church’s vitriolic “God Hates Fags” anti- 
gay campaign at public events across the 
United States, including military funerals, has 
died, the church said Thursday 

Phelps, whose Westboro Baptist Church 
in Topeka, Kansas, won a 2011 freedom-of- 
speech US. Supreme Court decision related 
to their anti-gay picketing, died late Wednes- 
day in a Kansas hospice. He was 84. 

“People die— that is the way of all flesh,” a 
blog post on the church’s website said. 

Phelps founded the church in the 1950s.

Even if you’ve never seen the Fire midfield- 
er play— and Sunday’s home opener might be 
an ideal place to start— he’s not difficult to 
pick out.

Veronica, you wrote ''Divergent*' during 
winter break of your senior year of coiiege. 
Wcire your friends going on a tropicai trip 
Itiat you had to turn down to write, or did 
you section off that time and say, "i'm going 
iQ write a huge novei right now"? 

Veronica Roth: I would love to tell you that 
I had all these social occasions that I turned 
down, but actually Northwestern, where I 
w^ent, gets out of school a little earlier than 
other schools. So I was just home alone. None 
of my friends were back yet. 

Ansei, have you ever tried to write a book? 
Ansei Eigort: I think I tried to write one in sec- 
ond grade, and it was really bad. 

VEL But you write music, right? 

AE; Yeah, I write music. Writing’s obviously an 
art but it’s a little more intellectual. I paint and 
I produce music from my computer, so we re 
both computer people. 

Do you remember what your book was 
about or what it was caiied? 

AE: It was called ‘The Mafia.” I saw "The 
Godfather,” and all those movies are so good. I 
wanted Robert De Niro to be the dude ... it was 
about a kid who gave packages back and forth. 
Vft: That’s pretty cool, man. 

AE: Maybe I’ll write a screenplay or something 
at one point.

For the first time 
since YA adaptations 
(“Twilight,” “The 
Hunger Games”) 
became the new 
blockbusters, we have 
a movie in which 
the most important 
stars do exactly what 
they’re supposed to. 

In “Divergent,” 
Shailene Woodley 
(“The Descendants”) 
and little-known- 
for-now Theo James 
(“Downton Abbey”) take what was depicted 
as a somewhat juvenile romance in Veronica 
Roth’s bestselling book and turn it into a 
balanced relationship born of instant heat. 
Woodley and James’ chemistry may inspire 
blushing even in viewers who aren’t scream- 
ing “Wooooooo!” whenTris (Woodley) and 
Four (James) do something about all that 
non-platonic tension between them. 

Of course, the futuristic Chicago-set and 
-filmed dystopia of “Divergent” is much more 
than a love story, and the highly anticipated 
action flick is both tightly entertaining and 
a medium-size disappointment. Those who 
have read the book (like me) will understand 
it a lot better than newbies and either be 
forgiving of the film’s errors or particularly 
aware of the many ways “Divergent” fumbles 
on the big screen. 

The plot, in case you just emerged from 
under a rock: WhenTris takes a test to help 
determine which one of the society’s five fac- 
tions she will join, she comes up “divergent.” 
This inconclusive result suggests she’s more 
than just selfless or brave— and thus in dan- 
ger from a veiled enemy who sees complex 
personality characteristics as a threat to this 
world’s fragile stability She elects to separate 
from her family’s faction of Abnegation and 
join the risk-taking, community-defending 
folks of Dauntless, where a bully (Miles 
Teller, Woodley’s “The Spectacular Now” 
love interest) insists she’ll be dead in no time. 


and dreamy trainer Four becomes a mentor 
unable to contain a grin as this fiery newbie 
stands out from the crowd. 

Much of the dialogue from writers of 
“Snow White and the Huntsman” and 
“Game of Thrones” transparently explains 
the who-what-why of this post-war environ- 
ment, to the point where it sounds less like 
natural conversation than an uninspired way 
to ensure the audience understands a com- 
plicated situation. And yet, much of “Diver- 
gent” either doesn’t make sense on-screen or 
doesn’t work in the way it’s translated. Tris’s 
friendship with fellow initiate Christina (Zoe 
Kravitz) loses its complexity, and her aware- 


may explain why, say every person cutting 
their hand to indicate their faction uses the 
same blade. I assume that sanitary concern 
no longer applies in the new Chicago, but 
who knows? Aside from the film’s failure to 
demonstrate cracks in the system, wouldn’t 
kids choosing their own factions undermine 
the entire premise of a society established to 
eradicate flaws in human nature? You’d think 
the test results would be mandatory 
For what it’s worth, most of these com- 
plaints materialized after the 140 -minute, all- 
plot-and-little-nuance movie, which moves 
fluidly and offers some cool shots of the city 
(Including a train that travels down Michigan 
Avenue. Stay tuned in the future for that, I 
guess.) And even when the movie just makes 
you want to immerse yourself in the book’s 
details, there’s James delivering a toughness 
that no male lead in “The Hunger Games” 
or “Twilight” ever glimpsed. And Woodley 
converts Tris from a meek, uncertain young 
woman into an ass-kicker who turns universal 
self-discovery into the arrival of an unex- 
pected but convincing heroine, tossed into 
adulthood and showing fear who’s boss. 


ness of another newcomer is so minimal that 
when he eventually lashes o-ut, it’s less likely 
that Tfis would feel betrayed than ask, “Wait, 
who are you again?” 

He is not especially good at action, so 
director Neil Burger (“Limitless”) was an 
odd choice, and he makes some of the film’s 
most urgent sequences look fake.

Bateman shows a lot of good instincts as 
a director. Though first- time writer Andrew 
Dodge’s script goes to some extreme places, 
Bateman keeps the comedy restrained and 
the tone focused. He’s less attuned to the 
story elements. Cheap voiceover appears 
throughout the movie; Guy’s cruelty and lazy 


bigotry grow tiresome; many subplots are 
underplayed to the point of insignificance. 
Hahn (“Parks and Recreation,” “Our Idiot 
Brother”), ever a valuable supporting player, 
isn’t allowed to give her character a backbone. 

Yet it’s all about the relationship between 
Guy and Chaitainya, which is both hilarious 
and unexpectedly tender. “Bad Words” is a 
movie about loneliness and kids in need of 


better parenting, not to mention a ridiculous 
buddy flick involving an adult who dishes 
out a vivid verbal takedown of a stranger’s 
vagina and a kid who gets drunk and debates 
whether all women have nipples. A dark com- 
edy that can make us believe in the friend- 
ship between a wounded jerk and a lost child 
is doing something right. Well, you know 
what I mean.

It’s the good 
Muppef caper 


In “Muppets Most 
Wanted,” a scene 
in Berlin features 
Christoph Waltz, 
who is part German. 
A scene in Dublin 
features Saoirse 
Ronan, who is Irish. 
And a scene in Madrid features Salma Hayek, 
who is Mexican. This is either offensive or 
a missed opportunity to joke that Penelope 
Cruz wasn’t available. Or both. 

Fortunately most of the sequel to loii’s 
franchise rejuvenation “The Muppets” gets its 
gags right. The plot, a bit too reminiscent of 
the 1981 classic “The Great Muppet Caper,” 
involves a dastardly liar (Ricky Gervais) and 
his evil plan to steal the Crown Jewels from 
the Mallory Gallery— sorry I mean the Tower 
of London— while letting the Muppets take 
the fall.

as Constantine says “I em Kermeet” in a 
thick Eastern European accent and addresses 
Gonzo as Zongo and Scooter as “small man 
with glasses.” 

This is quintessential Muppets playfulness, 
and the big laughs and pretty good songs make 
up for the sense that co-writers Nicolas Stoller 
and director James Bobin (picking up the pen/ 
laptop in Segel’s absence) have more amus- 
ing bits than fresh ideas to offer. Erom the 
department of goofy accents come Tina Fey as 
a Russian prison guard who wants Kermit to 
direct the gulag play (inmates include Jemaine 
Clement, Ray Liotta and Danny Trejo) andTy 
BurreU as an Interpol agent unhappily work- 
ing with CIA operative Sam the Eagle. 

The Muppets can make even a leftover 
lesson about teamwork into a sweet endorse- 
ment of family Still, it would’ve been funny 
to learn who, with Constantine in the top 
spot, is the second-most dangerous frog in 
the world, and I wish “MMW” wasn’t another 
chance for a female character (in this case. 
Piggy) to pressure her man (Kermit) into a 
firmer commitment. This is what separates a 
movie that merely elevates your thumb and 
one that causes you to flail your arms and run 
around screaming, “Yaaaaaaaaaaaaaay!!!”

Throughout writer-director Lars Von 
Trier’s “Nymphomaniac Vol. i,” characters 
attempt to contextualize sexuality with so- 
ciety, music and nature. Sometimes literally: 
Seligman frequently compares Joe’s endless 
stream of men— whom she recounts in 
flashbacks, when she’s played by newcomer 
Stacy Martin— to fly Ashing and the process 
of baiting a target. At times, it seems Von 
Trier (“Melancholia”) is, hardly for the first 
time, mocking his characters. As Joe and her 
friend B (Sophie Kennedy Clark of “Philo-

mena”) strut down the aisle of a train, they 
compete to pleasure the most men and win 
a bag of chocolates. Steppenwolf ’s “Born 
to Be Wild” plays — seemingly a sign of Von 
Trier watching this behavior sarcastically 

Yet he’s also extremely frank about sexual 
discovery; prepare to have some of Joe’s 
early explorations remind you of your own 
life. (Her fondness for the gym class rope, 
however, just made me think of Wayne and 
Garth.) Von Trier’s also curious about love 
vs. sex and power vs. delusion between the 
genders. Joe, who sleeps with as many as 
10 people per day, tells every guy she’s with 
that he’s given her her first orgasm. They 
all beam like they just won first place in the 
county fair’s pumpkin-growing contest. 

As you may have heard, “Nymphomaniac” 
is indeed the film in which actor/plagiarist/ 
performance artist Shia LaBeouf bares all. 


He plays Jerome, who obliges when Joe asks 
him to take her virginity and, when they run 
into each other years later, foolishly identi- 
fies himself as her first love. Though it’s sur- 
prising that Joe doesn’t encounter a threat 
of disease or pregnancy. Von Trier doesn’t 
play nice or easy One sequence features a 
flipbook of something like 40 penises, our 
glimpse at Joe’s experience. The filmmaker 
(“Dogville,” “Manderlay”) frequently has 
been someone who seems to look at non- 


terrible circumstances and say, “It’s actually 
doomed,” and that’s the case again here. 
“Vol. i” ends with shots previewing the more 
punishing “Vol. 2,” opening April 4. 

We can’t criticize “Vol. i” for a lack of 
consequences for the lonely, largely emo- 
tionless Joe, because this is just half the 
story (and a long way from the numb spiral 
of “Shame”). If you only watch the first half 
of “Titanic,” you can’t complain that the 
ship never sank.

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Leghorn brings ^ 
sustainably sourced chicken 
Sammies to Ukrainian Village

Boy, I say, boy .... Apologies. I prom- 
ised my editor this review wouldn’t be 
written in the voice of America’s most 
famous rooster. Foghorn Leghorn. The 
dim-witted fowl isn’t the inspiration 
behind the latest spot from Jared Van 
Camp and Element Collective, the crew 
behind Old Town Social, Nellcote and 
Kinmont. Rather, it’s named after the 
venerable heritage breed itself, a bird 
that came to the U.S. in the mid-i9th 
century and was farmed (and farmed 
and overfarmed) primarily for its ability 
to produce eggs— and lots of them. 
Today, small farmers have stepped in 
to revitalize the breed, and the mighty 
Leghorn chicken has plenty of reasons 
to crow. 

But that doesn’t mean you’ll find it on the 
menu at Leghorn, contrary to my assump- 
tions. Van Camp said the team is sourcing its 
birds from local farms— the day we spoke, 
they had arrived from Miller Poultry in 
Orland, Ind.— regardless of breed. “The Leg- 
horn chicken symbolizes the narrative that 
we wanted to convey” Van Camp said, “What 
the efforts of a few can do in the face of big 
corporations and industrial agriculture.” 

And Chicago has responded. On its first 
day of business, March 6, Leghorn complete- 
ly sold out its stockpile of 6oo sandwiches in 
about 90 minutes. “We called in the troops, 
friends and employees from our other loca- 
tions, to see if they could help us butcher

The sides 

While Leghorn bills itself primarily as a 
chicken shop, you might be tempted to think 
otherwise based on the plethora of sides. 

This section of the menu seems to be de- 
signed as a vegetarian’s paradise; slightly spicy 
green chili hush puppies ($3) and a beautifully 
balanced shaved vegetable slaw ($4) were two 
standout faves, though the latter could have 
benefited from some extra acid. Hand-cut 
nori fries ($3) seemed to have taken one trip 
too many through the fryer and were devoid 
of any detectable nori flavor, while fresh 
pineapple and mango with togarashi ($5) 
suffered the opposite problem— a seriously 
heavy hand had laid down the Japanese spice. 
The fruit was greatly improved, however, 
when mixed with the slaw

“I’ve tried, but I can’t touch it,” he said of try- 
ing to duplicate the recipe. I coixld see why; 
it’s one killer sauce, delicious on everything 
from fries to hush puppies to chicken tenders 
to sandwiches to ... well, you get the idea. My 
date and I also sampled the honey mustard 
(perfectly sweet, savory and full of mustard 
seeds), house-made catsup (sHghtly sweet but 
balanced) and thousand island dressing (way 
too watery). 

Elsewhere in the chicken department, 
Leghorn offers fried tenders ($5, “until we 
run out”), and daily specials of fried chicken 
skins (Monday), chicken-fiied fries (Tuesday) 
and fried chicken nuggets (Wednesday). I was 
lucky enough to snag a basket of tenders dur- 
ing my visit and proceeded to dunk them in 
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Leghorn Chicken

The menu also promises free Leghorn- 
branded condoms at the coixnter, but on the 
day I visited, there was no birth control to be 
found. What gives? “What we didn’t expect 
was the lead time to get your own personal- 
ized condoms,” Van Camp said, adding that 
the prophylactics would arrive in a couple of 
weeks. Try to keep it in your pants until then. 

The bottom line 

Leghorn does its namesake proud; it’s easy 
to taste that this chicken has been prepared 
Avith tender, loving care. Other sections of 
the menu could use some refinement, but if 
you’re going to get one thing perfectly right, 
it had better be the main event.
